Single Frequency Repeater 

The concept of a single frequency Repeater has recently 
been adopted by the GB7VT Repeater located near Stoke-on 
-Trent. The Output Frequency is 431.175MHz Time Slot 2 
and the input frequency is also on 431.1750MHz on Time 
Slot 1. Radio users wishing to use this repeater will need to 
configure your DMR radio to monitor both time-slots whilst 
in DMO mode, on some terminals this is called pseudo 
trunk. Set to DMO mode, not all radios may work on a SFR 
(MD380 type radios to be tested), if you are using a 
professional radio; Motorola, Hytera, Simoco upgrade to the 
latest firmware version available. Pioneered back in the 
1950s, this is by no means a new concept as it was originally 
designed for railroad engineer’s radios. It would allow the 
dispatcher to interrupt the person talking in mid sentence if 
he was holding down the PTT button. This a real time 
system and not a store and forward simplex repeater. More

Experiments using digital voice over QO-100 had led to a 
change to DQPSK in the OFDM modem of mode 2020 
FreeDV software. This software running on computers 
having AVX command extension and transmitted over a 
highly linear RF-setup is producing outstanding audio quality 
over the satellite occupying only 1600 Hz bandwidth. David 
Rowe's blog about FreeDV 2020 got a response from Myriad
